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HARDING AND HARVEY. 


Although President Harding did 
not, because of reasons best known to 
himself, utter an .official rebuke to 
Ambassador Harvey for the speech in 
which he held up to ridicule to high 
ideals entertained by by the nation as 
a whole regarding our entry and par­ 
ticipation in the world war, he, never­ 
theless, seems to have felt that some­ 
thing should come 
from 
him that 
would show that he did not entertain 
the views on these matters expressed 
his envoy to England. 
Unofficially 
therefore, he has placed himself as 
holding opinions directly opposite to 
those of Harvey. 
From this address 
Harvey may know that instead of go­ 
ing to war to save its own skin Amer­ 
ica entered the struggle “in behalf of 
all mankind in the time of the supreme 
crisis of the w orld/’ 
The words of the president com­ 
pletely 
refute 
those of Harvey in 
which he painted a false and sordid 
picture of American’s motives in draw­ 
ing the sword. 
In fact Mr. Harding’s 
utterance was as blunt a rebuke of 
Harvey as could 
well 
be 
imagined 
short of an official reprimand. 
It is fair to assume that the storm 
which Harvey stirred up caused Mr. 
Harding to go further in his speech 
than he would otherwise have gone in 
discussing the two topics of immediate 
and commanding interest upon which 
attention has been focussed by Har­ 
vey’s utteranc— namely, this country’s 
purpose in entering the war and its 
intentions for the future. 
Certainly 
he went a considerable distance in dis­ 
cussing both these topics and he went 
in the opposite direction to that taken 
by Harvey. 
In fact he went precisely 
in the direction taken by Woodrow 
Wilson. 
“Thus appraising and thus ackowl- 
edging our responsibility,” said Mr. 
Harding, “we will do well to consider 
the particular burdens it lays upon 
us. We look about us on a world trou­ 
bled and torn, groping for a way back 
to light and opportunity. 
We find 
ourselves 
as a people 
occupying a 
place of vast 
responsibility 
in that 
world. 
We stand among the leaders 
to whom it looks for guidance and di­ 
rection. 
We are blessed with wealth 
and with the institutions of freedom, 
with the magnificent 
tradition 
that 
comes to us from those whom today we 
honor. We cannot evade if we would, 
for mankind is fallen upon times when 
there is no hope for it if some com­ 
munities seek isolation 
while 
others 
indulge unrestrained ambition for em­ 
pire. Civilization must face disaster if 
there shall be denial either of com­ 
mon responsibility or essential equali­ 
ty among sovereign states and per­ 
sons.” 
Woodrow Wilson might have writ­ 
ten these sentences. 
The facts winch 
Mr. Harding set forth are the facts 
which Woodrow Wilson emphasized. 
The duty which Mr. Harding points 
out to us is the duty to which Wood­ 
row Wilson sought to dedicate us. And 
when Mr. Harding goes on to say that, 
if we are to perform that duty and 
save 
civilization 
from 
the disaster 
which threatens, we must achieve in 
peace something of the same discip- 


he 
line which we 
achieved 
in war, 
points out the very problem which Mr. 
Wilson sought to solve through the es­ 
tablishment of Hie League of Nations. 
There must be, says Mr. Harding, “the 
same submergence of selfish ends, the 
same relinquishment 
of merely per­ 
sonal gratification, the same regard 
tor the common interest” which pre­ 
vailed in 
war. 
How’ 
is 
this to he 
achieved save through cooperation of 
the nations with one another for the 
common good? 
All this is as far removed from the 
Bitter-ender dectrine of isolation as 
anything could be. 
It is an outright 
denial of that doctrine and an affirm­ 
ation of the 
essential 
principles of 
what the Bitter-enders call “Wilson- 
ism.” 
Yet it may not be wise to re­ 
joice exceedingly, for wrords are but 
words, after all; and so far Mr. Har­ 
ding, though he has in effect admit­ 
ted that President Wilson stated the 
facts of the wrorld problem correctly 
and truthfully pointed out to us our 
duty, has provided no substitute for 
the definite policy of action which Mr. 
Wilson proposed and which Mr. Har­ 
ding still 
rejects. 
Harvey 
has not 
been recalled from London. 
The sen­ 
ate still foams at the mouth when the 
League is mentioned, and Mr. Harding 
does not control the senate. The pres­ 
ident, by saying the opposite of what 
Harvey said, has soothed the judg- 
nation which Harvey’s words aroused. 
But whether action is to follow the 
president’s words is another qustion.

THE COLORADO FLOOD. 


The most striking thing about the 


Colorado flood was 
the 
suddenness 
with which the raging waters burst 
upon towns and hamlets. There seems 
to have been no warning at all. 
This 
could be understood easily if the dis­ 
aster had been due to the breaking of 
a dam, but it seems to have been the 
result of excessive rainfall. 
In most 
floods caused in this way, the danger 
is apparent for at least a little while 
before the flood waters actually ar­ 
rive, but Pueblo seems to have had no 
hint of peril until the torrent actually 
struck the city. 
There are very strong reasons for 
believing that floods of this sort vir­ 
tually never occurred before the for­ 
ests of America were largely destroy­ 
ed by the lumbermen. The forestry 
problem, particularly the problem of 
reforestation, is now receiving more 
attention than ever before, and there 
is good hope of the adoption of a com­ 
prehensive and 
intelligent 
national 
forest policy. 
Possibly the Pueblo 
flood will help to bring this about, es­ 
pecially if a clear 
relation 
can be 
shown between the disaster and the 
destruction of forests in that region. It 
is a significant fact that the worst 
floods known, floods that often wipe 
out many hundreds of lives, occur in 
China, a country which has practically 
been stripped bare of forests. 


Anybody who thinks that man’s 
conquest of the air is nearly complete 
should take a look at the list of avia­ 
tion accidents in the past few months. 


With Ireland, the Near East, and 
Germany on his hands, it’s hard to see 
how Lloyd George c*m find time for 
that disarmament conference.
